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JAPAN 'BLUFFS' FRANCE WITH INDO-CHINA CAMPAIGN THREAT 


OCCUPATION 
OF PORTS 
'IMPOSSIBLE' 

Colossal Hoax Said 
In Nippon Action 

NEW YORK. The Japanese 
(clever and always hard to read) 
have got away with one of the 
most colossal bluffs in history, un¬ 
less there is an equally colossal 
misunderstanding on somebody s 
part. 

It has been affirmed and denied 
that the Nipponese threatened 
Freince with occupation of ports of 
French Indo-China if the French 
aided China in the Chino-Japanese 
war. 

It further has been affirmed and 
denied that France acceded to the 
purported threats. 

Either there is a mistake some¬ 
where, or a lot of high-powered 
hair-splitting is going on. 

LOUD DAUGHTER 

Be that as it may, Japan is get¬ 
ting credit for having driven 
France to cover. That must mean 
loud laughter in the land of the 
Mikado, for the Japanese would be 
mighty chary about trying to oc¬ 
cupy ports of French Indo-China. 

Why? Well, one perfectly good 
reason is that French Indo-China 
snuggles in a semi-circle of Anglo- 
American naval dynamite which 
lies between it and Japan. 

Not so far south of this French 
possession is the great British na¬ 
val base of Singapore—the most 
powerful of its kind. To the east 
are the Philippines —■ base for 
American naval operations. On 
the Chinese coast, directly east of 
Northern Indo-China, is Hongkong 
—strongly fortified and with ideal 
waters for a naval concentration. 
HORNET’S NEST 

The Japanese are too shrewd to 
poke a stick into that hornet's- 
nest. They would be afraid of pre¬ 
cipitating trouble with Britain and 
America, which have vast inter¬ 
ests in this section even though 
they are not bound to eissist their 
sister democracy. For that mat¬ 
ter, Japan doesn't want trouble 
with France. 

It is interesting to note that un¬ 
der a treaty signed in 1907 be¬ 
tween France and Japan, each 
agreed to respect the other’s 
sphere of influence. Both recently 
stated that this pact was still in 
effect. 

French Indo-China is some 285,- 
000 square miles in area and has 
a population of more than 23,000,- 
000. It is one of the great rice 
producers of the world, and besides 
this exports rubber, fish, coal, pep¬ 
per, cattle and hides, corn, zinc 
and tin ore. 

France got her first hold on 
Cochin China (part of Indo-China) 
under circumstances not unlike 
those surrounding the Japanese in¬ 
vasion of China.

All her life they've been telling 
Dr. Meadora Austin-Derr Fritz- 
Williams “you can't do that.”, 

And all her life Dr. Fritz-Wil¬ 
liams has been doing it, just the 
same. 

Once she wrapped a piece of 
yeast in two layers of fruit and 
put it in a bureau drawer. Seven 
years liter she took out the yeast 
and baked biscuits with it. 

Fifty years ago she took the 
stump throughout the nation in 
favor of free hygienic knowledge 
for women—after they told her 
she couldn't do it. 

They said no woman ever made 
a successful physician, but she be¬ 
came the country's first woman 
graduate physician, and had 783 
patients under her treatment when 
she left Boston in 1901. 

AIDED BRYAN 

In the days of big business and 
rugged individualism she was pio¬ 
neer in the theory of municipal 
ownership of utilities. 

She wrote “Sixteen to One," 
William Jennings Bryan's cam¬ 
paign song in his first race for 
the presidency. 

In 1904 she invented a process 
by which she has kept fruits and 
other foods from spoiling or 
changing for more than 30 years, 
without ever going near a refrig¬ 
erator, and without changing 
their tauste in any way. 

Eighty-seven years old now, she 
is on relief for the first time in 
her life, crippled at last by rheu¬ 
matism—but she is as dauntless 
as ever, looks forward as eagerly 
as ever to the millions she will 
make some day. She lives in a 
tiny apartment on Sycamore be¬ 
tween Third and Fourth, does her 
own housework and maps terrific 
campaigns for the future. 

PATENT ISSUED 

■When she first took a sample of 
her prepared fruit to chemists of 
the U. S. Bureau of Agriculture 
they turned to her and said “you 
can't do this." 

"But I have,” she replied. “I've 
done it." 

Finally they admitted it, issued 
a patent. Dr. Fritz-Williams, 
they admitted, had invented a 
binder. In chemical terms, a ’ 
binder means "arresting all the j 
forces of nature and holding them ' 
in abeyance.” j 

It seems, she says, that in 1903 j 
her brother sent her a new ma¬ 
chine (she won't tell what) that 
he used successfully in the prep¬ 
aration of raw fruit diets. Dr. 
Fritz-Williams experimented. She 
ran some fruit through the ma¬ 
chine, invented variations, laid it i 
aside. 

T.4STE UNCHANGED 

A few weeks later she noticed 
this block of prepared fruit lying 
near the machine, out of curiosity 
picked it up and tasted it. It 
seemed just the same! 

She ran more fruit through the 
machine, laid it aside wrapped in 
wax paper. Weeks later it was j 
just the same—fresh, juicy, sweet, j 
uncrystallized. ! 

Only difference was it looked i 
like a pound of butter. ] 

Her original idea, she said, was i 
to arrange things so you could buy 
your fruit by the pound in any 
store—cut it with a knife, spread 
it on your bread, eat it whole, or 
carry it to school in your hip 
picket. It won’t spoil. 

DESERT RATIONS 

To prove this she equipped a 
miner friend of hers at one time 
with 22 ounces of fruit, dried 
beef, parsnips, potatoes and cel¬ 
ery, treated with her process. He 
tucked it in his trouser pocket, 
spent three days in Death 'Valley 
with that little chunk of food as 
his only supplies—and came back 
feeling Just right. 

Much later, in 1922, if you had 
happened to lunch in the St 
Francis hotel, San Francisco, you 
might have eaten some Vin Sec 
raisin muffins. They were made 
with Dr, k'ritz-Williams’ process, 
by then on tb“ market. 

About that time she was em¬ 
broiled In a lengthy and expen¬ 
sive lawsuit against her former 
partner, charging that her process 
had been stolen from her. She 
won the suit, but lost her fortune 
fighting through the courts. Her 
process never has been on the 
market since—but she is going to 
put it there. This is one of the 
plans of the dauntless 87-year-old. 

Margaref Sanger, eminent birth- 
control specialist, was one of Dr. 
Fritz-Williams’ pupils, in the days 
before the Santa Ana woman had 
flashed to fame with such (then) 
sensational books as “Do Men Un¬ 
derstand Women?” “Girlhood In¬ 
nocence,” “Degenerates and Why,” 
"The Science of Sex" and at least 
a dozen others. Remember, this 
was 50 years ago. 

Two things, Dr. Fritz-Williams 
said, she had evolved to help her 
through life. Two creeds she 
still wears proudly as she did 
when she formulated them years 
ago. __

W — Wordy 
manifestations of uneasiness over 
business conditions exhausted to¬ 
day the first week of the special 
congressional session, during 
which the Roosevelt legislative 
program barely inched ahead. 

Much talk and petty bickering 
furnished evidence that what Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt’s opening message 
termed a “marked" industrial re¬ 
cession was for many congressmen 
paramount to matters for which 
they were summoned—crop con¬ 
trol, executive reorganization, 
wage and hour regulation, and re¬ 
gional planning. 

This .sentiment centered in de¬ 
mands for removal of tax burden.s 
on business, especially modifica¬ 
tion of the undistributed corporate 
profits and capital gains taxes 
now being studied by a house sub¬ 
committee. 

Ultimate revision of some kind 
was a foregone conclusion after 
Mr. Roosevelt advocated "lighten¬ 
ing inequitable burdens” on small 
business enterprises. 

Tax revision appeared unlikely, 
however, before the regular Janu¬ 
ary session. 

Although farm bills were nearly 
ready for consideration in each 
house, floor battles were in pros¬ 
pect over such is.sues as volun¬ 
tary versus mandatory crop con¬ 
trol, and processing taxes to fi¬ 
nance increased costs. 

Leaders foresaw a possibility of 
forcing a house vote on the wage 
and hour bill which the senate ap¬ 
proved last summer. But ahead of 
senate action on two other admin¬ 
istration measures — executive re¬ 
organization and regional planning 
was the prospect of still more fili¬ 
bustering against the anti-lynch¬ 
ing bill. A motion for its consid¬ 
eration had tied the senate up all 
week and it has the ri^-ht-of-way 
once farm control is voted.

FARM PRODUCT 
COSTS COMPILED 


Cost - of - production reports in 
1937 for eight principal Orange 
county agricultural products are 
being compiled by the Agricultural 
Extension service of the University 
of California under the supervision 
of Harold E. Wahlberg. 

First of these to be ready for 
u.se of ranchers and other per.sons 
interested will be figures on avo¬ 
cados and lima beans. Otlier re¬ 
ports to be made will concern or¬ 
anges, lemons, walnuts, sugar 
beets and tomatoes. 

These annual reports have been 
made for the past 12 years and are 
in demand not only by Orange 
county agriculturists, but likewi.se 
by libraries and farm bureaus 
through the state. Mr. Wahlberg 
states that requests for the reports 
have come to his office in individu¬ 
als living in all parts of the United 
States who are interested in cer¬ 
tain crops raised here. 

One of the major purposes of 
the reports is to show county 
ranchers how much can be grown 
with varying amounts of expendi¬ 
tures for fertilizers, water, cultiva¬ 
tion and other care.

GROWERS TRY 
TO BOLSTER 
UP RETURNS 

Nationwide Market 
Campaign Planned 

Orange county participation in 
in a nationwide effort to bolster 
faltering prices on a bumper 1937 
bean crop will be launched at a 
mass meeting of lima bean grow¬ 
ers in the Orange county farm 
bureau headquarters Monday 
night, it was learned today. 

Campaign plans as mapped by 
northern and central California 
growers through a series of con¬ 
ferences this fail will be presented 
to the Orange county farmers, 
who will elect a representative for 
a nine-man committee to draft in¬ 
dustry-wide marketing and sur¬ 
plus control policies. 
ST.4BILIZING PBOGBA.M 
Because of the big crop through¬ 
out the nation, California bean 
growers have drafted a tentative 
stabilizing program, which was 
suddenly presented to the county’s 
delegates at the annual state farm 
bureau convention early this week. 

The bean growers adopted a 
tentative three-point pro gram 
aimed at federal purchase of sur¬ 
plus beans for relief use, a nation¬ 
wide sales campaign, and possible 
inclusion of beans as one of the 
basic crops to fall under the pro- 
po.sed federal agricultural control 
act. 

CO.MMITEE APPBOVED 

Growers in the Orange and Ven¬ 
tura county lima bean areas did 
not participate in the earlier 
policy conferences, and they con¬ 
sequently declined to vote on the 
program at the Modesto conven¬ 
tion. 

Approval of a nine-man com¬ 
mittee with power to act for the 
farm bureau, including one mem¬ 
ber from Orange and another from 
Ventura county, was voted at the 
convention, and this state-wide 
group will formulate definite poli¬ 
cies at San Francisco next .Satur¬ 
day. 

The Orange county growers will 
elect their repre.sentative Monday, 
after the tentative program has 
been explained by Carlyle Thorpe, 
manager of the California Walnut 
Growers association, prominent 
bean grower in Monterey and Ven¬ 
tura counties and Monterey repre¬ 
sentative on the state-wide com¬ 
mittee. 

VENTUBA TO SPE.4K 

R. L. Churchill of Ventura, man¬ 
ager of the California Lima Bean 
Growers association,.also is sched¬ 
uled to speak before the Orange 
county farmers. 

Growers in northern California, 
it was learned here, have approved 
plans to urge adoption'of beans as 
a basic crop under the new agri¬ 
cultural act, but whether lima 
bean gi-owers would follow suit 
remained to be seen. 

Four Orange county lima bean 
growers - - V. C. Heil, Raymond 
Beem, George Harding and Walter 
Schmid — represented the local 
farm bureau at the state conven¬ 
tion, but because of the .sudden¬ 
ness of the plan, they declined to 
vote. 

FEDEBAL P.4BTICIPATION 

They did, however, join three- 
day conference with F. R, Wilcox, 
director of the federal surplus 
commodity purchasing corporation 
and with representatives of the 
national chain store association 
and national association of inde¬ 
pendent grocers. 

The latter two organizations 
gave tentative approval to plans 
for a national sales campaign, 
while Wilcox indicated .surplus 
beans may be purchased for relief. 

Orange county bean growers are 
expecting only a slight increase 
over their 40,000,000-pound crop 
of last year. Nearly 40,000 acres 
are planted in beans in this 
county.

“If it was good enough for our granddads, it’s good 
enough for us.” 

Not just reactionary philosophy, that statement is a 
proven truth in the business of making rubber stamps. 


Student Writer 
Earns Check 

Found—a writing claas that 
teaches its members to write. 

Dr. B. T. Woodward, member of 
the creative writing cla.ss of the 
Adult Educaton Department, to¬ 
day was contemplating a career, 
hand in hand with the muse, after 
receiving a check from Country 
Life for an article prepared last 
month. 

Dr. Woodward’s article will ap¬ 
pear as a controversial editorial. 
He has been asked by the maga¬ 
zine to prepare additional editorial 
material. 


Because the process of mold¬ 
ing rubber stamps is the same 
today, except for a few minor 
improvements, that It was 59 
years ago. Major Inventions 
have come along, been tried for 
awhile, but they all eventually 
fizzled out, and manufacturers 
have reverted to the old prin¬ 
ciples. 

* • • 

These are: Set the stamp de¬ 

sign in type, make an inverted 
mold in a composition material 
that will withstand heat, then pour 
melted rubber into the mold 
through a ■vulcanizing process. 

• • « 

Rubber stamp makers have 

been experimenting for years in 
an attempt to simplify the proc¬ 
ess. One man in Chicago thought 
he had the right idea, but it 
flopped. He made some reced¬ 
ing type, attempted to cast rub¬ 
ber directly into the type. It 
worked fine until the vulcaniz¬ 
ing process left a residue in the 
type’s letter-faces. Type couldn’t 
be cleaned, so the plan had to be 
abandoned. 

• • * 

Local rubber stamp king is E. E. 
Norwood, who runs the Orange 
County Rubber Stamp company on 
West Fifth street. He "pioneered” 
in Orange county when he opened 
his shop seven years ago. 

• * • 

Now Norwood turns out near¬ 
ly 10,000 stamps a year, does 
about half of his business with 
local packing houses. They’ve 
ordered as high as 750 duplicate 
stamps at one time, and packing 
house stamps get such rough 
use they have to be replaced 
every year or two. 

* * > 

^ Biggest variety of stamps go to 
Santa Ana banks and various 

county officials, which save much 
hand-writing by using stamps for 
routine entries in record books. 

• * • 

A well-equipped rubber stamp 
maker needs more type than the 
average printer. Norwood claims 
to have the biggest variety of 
type of an.vone in town, though 
he doesn't have such large 

amounts of each font, and he 
doesn’t need such large sizes. 


uses up more than 200 pounds of 
rubber a year. 

• • • 

Some stamps are mounted on 
flat pieces of wood with detach¬ 
able bandies—which come in 
eight different sizes—added aft¬ 
erwards. Most of them, however, 
are mounted on wood strips 

molded so the top part serves 
as a handle. 

• • • 

Changeable dating stamps are 
not made in Santa Ana, though 
Norwood and a lot of local sta¬ 
tioners retail them. A few novelty 
stamps—like special egg stamps— 
are made by the local rubber 

stamp manufacturer. Egg stamps 
have a flexible diaphragm that fol¬ 
lows the contour of the egg, usual¬ 
ly carry just the grower’s or dis¬ 
tributor’s monogram. 

• • • 

Most stamps will take thou¬ 
sands of impressions without 
showing signs of wear. One 
stamp brought In early this 
week to be duplicated had been 
in daily use at a Garden Grove 
bank for more than 25 years. 

« « « 

Rubber stamps take the place of 
boUi handwriting and printing 
Norwood explains. His business 
boomed during depression, in fact, 
because many people who weren’t 
so particular with their printing 
jobs had stamps made and printed 
letterheads themselves.

For his own business, the Santa 
Ana manufacturer has nearly two 
dozen rubber stamps—uses them 
for most of his stationery, and to 
address letters to his wholesalers.

Three More Utah Speed 
Runs May Raise World Mark 


BONNEVILI,E SALT FLATS, 
Utah. (JPi —What is man’s poten¬ 
tial .speed on land? 

This question was word-of- 
mouth among momentum-minded 
westerners today on the heels of 
Capt. George E. T. Eyston’s nerve- 
tingling and daring performance 
of yesterday when he boosted the 
mark to 311.42 miles per hour. 

One mile in 11.33 seconds— 
317.74 M. P. H. 

That was the retired British 
army officer’s achievement on the 
return run, after an outward trip 
over this dry lake bed in 11.79 
seconds, at 305.34 M. P. H. 

Even more remarkable was his 
kilometer speed on the return 
trip—319.11, the fastest man ever 
traveled on land—and far faster 
than all but the more powerful 
racing airplanes. 

Despite the genial Englishman’s 
record- shattering performance, | 
man was not content. 

Only a few hours after salt 
whirled skyward by Eyston’s 
mighty "Ti underbolt” had settled 
back on this dry lake bed, came 


definite information that two— 
and possibly three—juggernauts 
would perform here next year. 

And the racers were unanimous 
on selection of this 13-mile 
straightaway for further assaults 
on the record. 

From A. C. Pillrbury of Los An¬ 
geles, American Automobile As¬ 
sociation timer who officiated at 
Eyston’s run, cam' the announce¬ 
ment that John Cobb, a rotund 
London fur broker who drove an 
endurance speedster on this saline 
course last year, had reserved 
Sept. 1 to 15, 1938, for a measured 
mile trial. 

Eyston, whose eight-wheeler 
smashed Sir Malcolm Campbell’s 
record of 301,1292, established 
here in 1935, declined to say 
whether he would return. But his 
close friends predicted he’d be 
back in an attempt to lift the 
mark to 350 M. P. H. 

The third possible contender is 
Ab Jenkins, Utf -’s mild-mannered 
dare-devil who pioneered high 
speed racing on the salt flats 
several years ago. 


For patterns that can’t be re¬ 
produced from regular type, rub¬ 
ber stamp makers do the same as 
printers: they have a zinc cut en¬ 
graved, make their mold from 
that. 

• • • 

As many as 50 rubber stamps 
can be made at a time, and 
Norwood usually runs through 
13 or 14 medium-sized ones on 
one plate. Tj-pe for the whole 
batch is locked up in a form 
similar to that used by printers, 
and the whole form is pressed 
against tl*! clay-like material. 

• « • 

Insulated by a thin piece of rub¬ 
ber, five preliminary impressions 
are made. Then the rubber is re¬ 
moved, gasoline is poured onto ii 
for insulation—so it won’t stick 
to the type—and four more im¬ 
pressions are made, just to make 
certain the final impression in the 
mold will be clearly defined. The 
mold is hardened by baking before 
rubber is poured in. 

• * • 

Each W'holesaler has a differ¬ 
ent formula for his composition 
molding material, but they all 
contain clay, plaster of Paris 
and some adhesive material to 
hold the mold together, 

• • • 

It would take from two to three 
hours to make a single stamp, but 
Norwood never makes them in 
such small lots. He’s made as 
many as 150 in a day, but it took 
practically 24 hours of straight 
work. 

• * • 

Few stamps are used enough 
to warrant being kept in stock. 
Norwood has such numbers as 
“Santa Ana, Oalif.,” “Paid,” ‘Tn- 
sured,” “Rush” and “Past Due” 
on hand, but figures it’s easier 
to make a new batch than to 
carry a large stock of stamps 
that would sell only occasionally.

from tiny initial stamps for bank

The lesson topic for this week is titled 
Christian Workers and is divided into 
two parts: Foundations and Building 
and Sowing and Reaping. Let us con¬ 
sider the first of these divisions, "foun¬ 
dations and building” with the basis of 
the lesson taken from the first of Paul's 
letters to the Corinthian church. 

In chapter 3, verses 10-11 Paul refers 
to himself, saying, “I laid the founda¬ 
tion.” Rather humble work, was it not ? 
Rarely do we ever hear men say as 
they admire a great building, "Who laid 
the foundation?” Most of the founda¬ 
tion is out of sight, yet what is a build¬ 
ing without it? No shoddy work can 
be put into the foundation, because upon 
that rests the strength of the building. 
We should remember this in laying the 
foundation of our lives. I wonder if we 
are always faithful with that work 
which is never seen except by thc eye 
of God? 

Not much of the foundations are seen 
of the San Francisco bay bridges, yet 
I talked with a man recently who lived 
in that region and who followed closely 
the construction. He told of the en¬ 
gineers going down, down, down, seem¬ 
ingly more than necessary, until finally 
it was announced they had reached bed 
rock. Men gave their lives in the process 
of putting in the proper foundations. 
From the point of bed rock, was built 


When Constantine went forward to 
fake the world for Christ, he made 
for his army a notable flag. The not¬ 
able thing about it was the cross in 
red and the words, “By this sign 
conquer.” 

.'\nd as Thanksgiving comes this 
Thursday, it would be well for us 
as a nation and as individuals to rc- 
memlier that our own nation’s flag 
is red, white and blue, the same colors 
as the flag of Constantine and the 
foundation of our nation was the 
Bible. Upon our dollar is the word¬ 
ing “In God We Trust.” This nation 
was founded on the cornerstone of 
God and we have been signall.v 
bics.sed by Him. Let us recognize 
Him, and thank Him for our national 
and iiersonal blessings. And rec¬ 
ognizing Him, and will His help, set 
forth and conquer the problems be¬ 
fore us. 

the great engineering marvel which peo¬ 
ple go hundreds of miles to see. 

The foundation of the church was 
the solid rock Christ Jesus. The way 
it has stood the test of time—persecu¬ 
tion, criticism and doubt—down through 
the ages, has been the marvel of men. 
Many creeds have come and gone but 
the Church of Jesus Christ still abides. 


It has endured, grown and triumphed 
because of its foundation stone—Jesus 
Christ. 

☆ ☆ ☆ 

So Paul says he laid the foundation, 
which was Christ. He now throws out 
the caution to take heed concerning the 
building thereon. There is a danger of 
one building with cheap material after 
a good foundation may have been laid. 
A good foundation is essential to a good 
building, but the builder of the super¬ 
structure must pay attention to the 
work he is doing. His work all may 
be lost even when the foundation is 
good if he has built unwisely. 

One may build upon this true founda¬ 
tion, materials of different character 
and value. He may build of wood, hay. 
stubble, materials easily destroyed—or 
of gold, silver, precious stones, mate¬ 
rials not easily destroyed that will stand 
the test of time. 

Our foundations have been laid. Now 
we as workmen have the choice of the 
materials we use and are responsible 
of the character of work we do—for 
the superstructure we build. Every per¬ 
son should seriously examine himself as 
to Just how and what kind of structure 
he is building. 

One must remember each worker is 
responsible for his own part, which he 
actually does. One cannot get credit 


for that which another does, even though 
he may benefit therefrom. 

Correct character is not built out of 
hearsay or doubt. It is truth that will 
stand and “Thy word is truth.” It does 
make a difference what one believes. 
One must stay in harmony with same 
blueprints used in the foundations by 
the Master Architect—in other words, 
close to the Bible standard. 

In conclusion let us remember that 
when a contract has been completed the 
work must all be able to withstand 
testing and to pass Inspection before 
the contractor is released. And so It 
is with us. We are all builders. There 
will come a time of testing and then 
the kind of materials we have used will 
show up. There will be no passing off 
of stubble for gold. If cheaper and more 
combustible materials have been used, 
we must take the consequences in the 
time of test by fire. 

“Let every man take heed how he 
buildeth” is an exhortation to be con¬ 
stantly heeded. And there is no place 
where failure is so serious as in the 
Christian life and Christian work. What 
kind of structures are we workers for 
Him building? Are we following the 
Blueprints and Specifications that work 
out in harmony with the Foundation? 
And will our building pass close inspec¬ 
tion by the Master Builder?

Ogopogo Is Photographed! 


Tally up a victory score for the candid camera. Ogo¬ 
pogo has been photographed—the first sea serpent ever to 
be immortalized on film. 

For centuries, travelers and seamen have been bring¬ 
ing home stories of these strange monsters of the deep. 
Occasionally, the report was illustrated with a sketch 
made by the startled observer more or less promptly after 
glimpsing the sea serpent. In the case of Ogopogo, Indians 
have been telling since the English first came about a 
60-foot aquatic creature which they had seen from time 
to time swimming at a rate of 20 miles an hour in the wa¬ 
ters of Lake Okanogan, in British Columbia just north of 
the Washington line. The white men, who, fairly fre¬ 
quently since the pioneer days, also have reported seeing 
the serpent, long ago nicknamed him “Ogo.” 

Nevertheless, though ships’ logs have mentioned sea 
serpents and a vast mass of legend has developed on them, 
(including the one in our near-at-hand Lake Elsinore) 
there never has been even a fragment of tangible evidence 
that sea serpents ever have existed in historical times or 
that one exists today. Nobody ever has caught a sea ser¬ 
pent or found one stranded on the beach. 

One day last August, R. G. S. Anthony, of Trail, B. C., 
went with a picnic party to Lake Okanogan, which is a 
very large body of water. He saw what he thought was 
“a line of dark humps, moving rapidly.” He happened to 
have his camera in hand ready for action. A second glance 
showed him that the humps were “smoothly flowing bends 
in a long serpentine body.” His companions were called. 
One shouted “Ogo.” Anthony snapped the camera shutter 
twice in succession. One of the views, which we have seen 
reproduced, was a full length portrait of what certainly 
appears to be a traditionally shaped sea serpent, head 
riding six feet out of.the water, four coils showing at in¬ 
tervals, and last a sharp tail also well out of the water. 

It is said that in the last 15 years 100 persons of good 
reputation for veraeity have reported seeing the Lake Oka¬ 
nogan monster. A month or two after Anthony’s picture 
was taken, three other persons said they saw Ogo at a 
point 100 miles distant in the same lake. They were in a 
boat and their account speaks of “large, twitching, mot¬ 
tled green-black coils.” Settlers in the region say that Ogo 
disappears for long intervals, whence they have no theory. 
However, in a body of water as large as Lake Okanogan 
this is not to be wondered at. 

So, there you are; take it or leave it. We can’t prove 
that there is an Ogo, or any other sea serpent, but at least 
we have seen a photograph that certainly looks like one.

Hospital Plan Success 


We’re not familiar with the Group Hospital Service, 
Inc., of St. Louis, nor indeed are we familiar in any detail 
with the plan which, yesterday’s news stories set forth, is 
to be set up here. From a casual reading about both 
endeavors, hqwever, we judge they are rather closely 
similar. 

Being similar, it is interesting to learn that the Mis¬ 
souri experiment, now 18 months of age, is reported as 
quite successful. 

Sponsored by medical and dental societies of St. Louis, 
in 1936, the organization already has achieved a member¬ 
ship of 15,000. A total of 1400, or nearly 10 per cent, 
have had occasion so far to obtain service from the hos¬ 
pitals under the provisions of the GHS, Inc., plan. For 
this hospitalization, $55,000 has been paid out, at regular 
rates. 

After meeting all these costs, the GHS reports hav¬ 
ing built up a reserve fund of $30,000, all of this having 
been accumulated out of the 75-cents-a-month charge 
made upon members. Sponsors of the plan declare that it 
thus has proved its actuarial soundness, as well as af¬ 
fording the 15,000 members an excellent insurance invest¬ 
ment. It is now announced: 

“So successful lias the system been that it is possible 
to broaden its benefits to include workers’ families, and 
this will take effect Dec. 1. For a man and wife, the fee 
will be $I .25 a month; for a family with one child or sev¬ 
eral children, $1.50 a month. Workers get 21 days of hos¬ 
pitalization without cost, if needed. Members of their fam¬ 
ilies will be charged $1 per day, to keep the dues low and 
to act as a check on possible abuses. The new provision 
should be a blessing to thousands of St. Louis families, in 
which serious illness on the part of either breadwinner or 
dependent means a period of acute financial stringency.” 

All of which is of immediate local interest to Orange 
county residents in light of the plan to institute a similar 
t 3 rpe of service in St. Joseph’s and a group of other South¬ 
ern California hospitals.
